Lisbon, April 22.—The passengers apd 
jre^r St the Danmark are safe. 
The first 
tad second officers, with forty-two of th& 
5rew and 820 passengers from the ill-fated 
Reamer, Arrived here Munday from Azores, 
where they were left by the steamer Mis- 
louri. 
Mr. Raben, the first officer, reports that 
rn April 4 the Danmark’s shaft was broken. 
On the next day the disabled steamer met 
-he steamship Missouri, 
from 
London, 
March 28, for Philadelphia and Baltimore. 
The Missouri towed the Danmark until the 
Cth, when tho latter seemed about to sink. 
At first the Missouri was only able to take 
iboard twenty of Jtho Danmark’s passen­ 
gers, but after having jettisoned a portion 
of her cargo she found accommodations for 
all the crew and passengers of the Dan­ 
mark. 
The Missouri then proceeded to the 
Azores and left there tho most of tho Dan­ 
mark’s officers and crew and 320 passen­ 
gers. 
She then continued hor journey to 
Philadelphia with 340 passengers and the 
‘■emainder of tho crow. 
Tho Danmark was about eight hundred 
miles from Newfoundland when the acci­ 
dent happened. 
Some say that the en­ 
gines broke down. 
Engineer Kaas was 
found dead in the engine room after the 
accident. 
The captain and three engineers of the 
Danmark left the Azores on April 14 for 
London on a steamer from Demarara. 
Tho death of the Danmark’s engineer was 
duo to the bursting of an engine pipe. The 
engineer was killed on the spot and the ship 
was badly damaged. In consequence of this 
damage, together with tile breaking of the 
shaft, tho vessel was helpless In tho heavy 
seas that prevailed.

22.—Tho 
ship Missouri, which is now known to havo 
340 of the Danmark’s passengers on board, 
has been watched for here for several days 
past, she being due about seven days ago, 
and the hope that she would know some­ 
thing of the Danmark has been realized.

has only 
crossed

She is described as being one 
of the finest and best built boats carrying 
the English flag.

Capt. Morrell, who has been trading be­ 
tween Philadelphia and London for the last 
six years. 
She sailed from London March 
28. 
The Missouri, it is said, could make 
tho run from Azores to the Delaware capes 
without difficulty in ten days, but as she is 
likely to be short of provisions and coal 
the opinion is expressed that the captain 
will put into a nearer port, possibly Bos­ 
ton or New York.

“The Nipsic was got off and is now afloat 
without her rudder. 
Tho Trenton is sn lie,

deck. 
Her back is evidently broken.

with powerful pumps. 
Silo has no ru I Ie:- 
or rudder post. 
The Vandalia is a total 
wreck and broken in two. ’ ’ 
The Admiral thinks that it would he 
w ell to send a wrecking vessel to save the 
Trenton’s guns. 
He says that lie has ro- 
Ceived from Capt. Kano of tho British navy 
a d iv in g apparatus, but ho needs another. 
He speaks in high terms of tho kindness 
of Capt. Kane, and says if he can save tho 
Nipsic, as ho can if the weather permits, 
ho will send her to Auckland to Le re­ 
paired. 
A letter has also been received from 
Commander Schoonmaker, who was lost at 
Apia, dated Feb. 22, and commending tho 
bravery of a seaman named Frye in saving 
a foliow-seaman named Humphrey from 
drowning, and recommending that Frye 
be rewarded. 
Another letter comes from Capt. Farqu- 
har, dated Jan. 15, reporting tho death of 
Pay Clerk Alexander from yellow fever, 
caught at Panama, before starting from 
Samoa. 


W est D apere, W U ., N arrow ly E scap es 
E n tire D e str u ctio n by F ire. 
M il w a u k e e , Wis., April 22.—The little 
city of West De pere, five miles southwest 
of Green Bay, on Saturday suffered from a 
disastrous fire, which came very near de­ 
stroying the entire city. 
Nothing but the 
shifting of the wind saved it. 
As it was, 
the immense plant of tho Meiswinkle wood­ 
enware company was destroyed and twelve 
dwelling houses were reduced to ashes. 
The total loss will be about $300,000. 
The 
fire started at 4 o’clock Saturday after­ 
noon, and raged from that time until early 
Sunday morning. 
The fire started in the 
yards of the Meiswinkle company. 
Tho 
nearest engine was about half a mile dis­ 
tant, and the wind was blowing a gale. 
By the time the engine arrived on the 
vane thousands of cords of slabs were 
ablaze. 
Assistance was summoned from 
Green Bay and an engine arrived at 6 
o’clock. 
The 
fire 
had 
gained 
great 
headway, 
but 
tho 
wind, 
which 
was 
now 
almost 
a hurricane, 
was 
favorable to the firemen, inasmuch as it 
was away from the big factory buildings 
and toward the river. 
Suddenly the wind 
shifted, and veering to the north drove the 
flames over the firemen. 
Tho Depere en­ 
gine was disabled, but the Green Bay com­ 
pany made a determined stand. 
They 
were finally compelled to retreat, taking 
with them their engine, which had also 
become disabled and worthless. The flames 
now had it all their own way, and they 
soon reached the factory. 
Five hundred 
cords of kiln-dried wood were ignited at 
once, and the next instant the factory 
building, tho barns, stock sheds, and coop­ 
er shops were all ablaze. 
It looked as if 
nothing could save the city, and the in­ 
habitants began to load their household 
effects and prepare for flight. 
Many did 
get their goods out and carted them to 
places of safety. 
Another engine had ar­ 
rived from Green Bay in the meantime, 
but by some mismanagement it was un­ 
loaded where it could not be used. 
For two hours the flames raged un­ 
checked 
and unfought. 
Twelve frame 
houses were wiped out as if they had been 
so many boxes of matches.. 
But the wind 
suddenly and without abating shifted to 
the northeast. 
That saved the town. 
A 
panic was created about this time by the 
discovery of new fire in the middle of 
“ wooden row.” 
It was auickly put out, 
and investigation showed it to have been 
incendiary. 
Papers satuated with kero­ 
sene had been ignited In a closet. 
The 
flames were got under control shortly the 
wind changed and drovo them back over 
the burned ground. 
Tho Meiswinkle plant 
was totally destroyed, the damage being 
$200,ODO, with an insurance of $70»000. 
Tho rest of tho damage, counting Mois- 
winkle’s stock in tho yards, aJidunts to 
about $100,000 more.

M arion and B a ck h oe, W is., In Im m in e n t

M i l w a u k e e , W is., April 22.—Tho in­ 
habitants of Marion and Buckboe, two lit­ 
tle towns in the northwestern portion of 
Waupaca 
county, 
havo 
been 
passing 
through a fiery ordeal. 
Nothing but pure 
grit and hard work saved Marion from be­ 
ing completely wiped out. 
For some time 
forest fires have raged in the vicinity of 
these two towns, but it was not until Sat­ 
urday that the situation became serious. 
A strong wind coming up Saturday after­ 
noon, the flames in the forest began to 
spread with inconceivable rapidity. 
In a 
very short space of time a bank of solid fire 
nearly a half-mile wido was tearing its 
Way through the timber. 
The roar of the 
flames and tho crashing of tho heavy froes 
could be heard several miles. 
Before this 
fiery blast seven farm-houses ^oht down 


cinders 
and 
ashes. 
The farmers 
gad their fannies 
escaped 
in 
every 
Instance and nearly all the stock was 
sated, although some cattle and swine 
perished. 
In the afternoon, about $:80 
o’clock, a freight train on tho Mil wall 
Lake Shore & Western road was 
owing to the spreading of the rails caused 
by the intense heat and burning ties. Tho 
engineer, James Kraun of Manitowoc, ^as 
terribly injured about the 
head 
and 
shoulders. 
Eight freight cars loaded with 
lumber were ditched and afterward burned.

M i l w a u k e e , Wis., April 22.—Strange 
and weird incidents led up to and surround­ 
ed the death of John Englehardt, an old 
man. who was drowned in the river above 
tho dam Saturday afternoon. 
Englehardt 
was a German pioneer of Milwaukee, a 
man of moans and well-known several years 
ago. 
In 18S0 
Englehardt s wife was 
stricken with rheumatism and doctors were 
consulted in vain 
In 1881, after many 
patient trials of all the regular schools of 
medicine, Englehardt sold a large block of 
property to tho Best Browing company and 
started in to investigate Christian science, 
faith cures, and all matter of latter-day 
healing ^witchcraft. 
Ho spent much time 
and money journeying over the country 
trying to find something that would cure 
his wife. 
After a vain search ho returned 
to Milwaukee, where he has been for the 
last year. 
Last November Englehardt himself was 
taken down with lung trouble, aud after 
doctoring all winter ho was given up as a 
hopeless case doomed to an early death 
from consumption. 
In this emergency a 
regular convention of believers in witch­ 
craft and charms was held. 
It was there 
decided that nothing would save tho old 
man but a charm. 
The charm was to go 
to the banks of a running stream, there to 
cast pebbles in the water aud recite an in­ 
cantation. 
Tho old man was very weak, 
.but Saturday afternoon ho was carried out 
to a carriage by his son Gustav and a 
friend of tho family. 
The trio were then

P u r c e l l, I. T., April 22. —1Thousand* 
of boomers are pouring into Purcell to­ 
day. 
The situation assumed a threatening 
aspect when the boomers became aware 
that if every one that was iu Purcell got a 
claim there would be but little left for the 
remainder who are camped about the bor­ 
der. 
This caused hundreds to leave for. 
Oklahoma, who declared their intention to 
enter Sunday night and stay on tho land 
at all hazards. 
On the trains Sunday 
came a number of Texas desperadoes, and 
their appearance in tho city has caused 
many of tho better class to band them­ 
selves together for self-protection. 
A 
meeting for this purpose was held and some 
five hundred joined. 
Tho following circu­ 
lars w* re ordered printed and are posted 
about tho city: 
“ Fair warning. 
Late order made at late 
mooting Oklahoma Legion: 
“ Resolved, That we again pledge our­ 
selves to protect our brother members in 
their long respected rights on selected 
claims, and that all town-sito sharks and 
claim jum pers will be dealt with in a sum­ 
m ary m anner.’’ 
Tho placard bas caused the outsiders to 
also band together, hut in smaller numbers, 
and there are but few who are leaving 
alone for Oklahoma to take claims. 
The 
chances for tho m an’s entering the territory 
alone and holding a good claim are con- j 
sidored very slim. 
Dave Hunt, a Texan, i 
and one of tho league, said 
that the 1 
posted placard meant business; that while 
they should attem pt to avoid trouble, still 
they would protect their rights in every | 
way, and that a claim jum per would be j 
shown no mercy. 
All of tho members aro 
well armed and go to the Territory in a 
body. 
Sunday was Sabbath in name only 
in Purcell, 
gambling houses bieng run 
wide oi>on and the stores doing a rushing 
business. Streets were thronged with horses 
and horsemen, and auction sales of horses 
were held every twenty feet. 
Ponies that 
can mako even fair time I rouglit fabulous 
figures. 
Twenty 
running horses wero 
brought hero by residents of Purcell who 
desired to got claims directly across tho 
Canadian, and as many more will be used 
by the Purcell International Improvement 
company, who alo after the same lands. 
Tho company and citizens aro working 
against each other, and the probable out­ 
come of tho raco will be a froo light. Poth 
factions 
admit this, and 
go 
prepared 
for the worst. 
A 
number 
of 
patrols 
Of 
cavalry 
passed 
through Saturday, 
after 
having 
scoured 
tho 
southern 
portion of Oklahoma. 
They brought no 
prisoners, though they admit that there 
wero many persons in tho lands. 
It was 
impossible to find them. 
There will bo 
but one train run out of Purcell Monday, 
and that leaves at 11:210 and enters Okla­ 
homa at exactly 12 o’clock. 
There are 
more who chanco it on horses than rido 
through on the 
train. 
Sunday night 
boomers left Purcell in < rowds and crossed 
tho Canadian into tho Territory. 
There 
wero a hundred officers on tho other fcide, 
and many wero forced to returfi. 
Thou­ 
sands 
of 
people 
living 
along 
tho 
banks of the Canadian, and even those 
wno had 
come to enter tho Territory 
legally becaino disgusted and crossed into 
Oklahoma. 
Every possible means aro used 
to ford tho river. 
Horses were ridden 
across and a few small rowboats have been 
transferred into ferries, and are making 
tho small boomers pay their way across. 
Tho officers are the only people on tho 
opposite side and aro vigilant in guarding 
tho river, but their number is inadequate. 
Many boomers made a break bito tho lines 
and into tho bushes and some escaped. 
A 
mounted patrol scourAd tho Territory ad­ 
jacent to tho river, and brought a number 
of tho men to tho Purcell side. 
Some 
of tho boomers have crossed tho river 
three and four times, only to bo arrested 
and returned. 
A few of 
those 
latter 
have left for a week, when they will re­ 
turn. Sunday was a wild night in Purcell. 
Cowboys and boomers r.xlo through the 
streets 
with revolvers, and threatened 
every. 
person 
should attem pt to stop 
them when they decided to cross. 
Tho 
gambling 
business 
was 
entirely 
de­ 
serted, 
and 
every inhabitant of 
P ur­ 
cell was on the street and joining in the 
general hurrah. 
An officer who has just 
returned from tho Oklahoma side reports- 
th at five boomers wero wounded and one 
killed in a fight between boomers and 
officers on that side. 
Tho boomers ran in ­ 
to tho brush and relied upon the darkness 
to avoid arrest. 
An Indian scout discov­ 
ered them, and when they wore found by 
the officers they showed light, with tho 
above result. 
The remainder of the crowd 
ran after the first volley and went deeper 
into the timber. 
Scouts aro still after 
them.
